Mayor George Mos- 
cone signed the 1978 
Human Rights Ordinance 
at a press ceremony 
Tuesday. Attorney Matt 
Coles, prime year-long 
developer of the legisla¬ 
tion, said he felt it was 
"like the (New York) 
Mets beating the 
Yankees 4 games to 3." 

The new ordinance 
is the most comprehen¬ 
sive legislation assuring 
legal rights for Gays 
ever enacted by an 
American city. It sup- 

E lements earlier (1971) 
sgislation which pro¬ 
hibits discrimination in 
hiring and job advance¬ 
ment by those contract¬ 
ing with the city. 

The Board of 
Supervisors gave final 
10-1 passage April 3 to 
prohibition of discrimi¬ 
nation against Gay 
people in almost all city 
instances of housing, em¬ 
ployment, and public ac¬ 
commodations. 

Moscone commend¬ 
ed the Board "for taking 
swift, immediate, ana 
very unambiguous action 
on what I regard — and I 
think most people 
throughout this country 
will regard -- as a very 
substantial and progres¬ 
sive move for civil

The Mayor noted 
that no efforts for repeal 
have surfaced. He told 
about four residents who 
expressed surprise that 
such non-discrimination 
was not already city 
policy. "I read from that 
that people of this city 
don’t fin a this something 
to band against." 

Moscone presented 
the pen that makes the 
document law on May 11 
to Supervisor Harvey 
Milk, the city’s first 
elected Gay official and 
a sponsor of the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Milk said San Fran¬ 
cisco is again showing 
leadership as it did in 
voting lor McGovern 
over rlixon, against the 
death penalty; and for 
decriminalization of 
marijuana. The new law 
"will hopefully allow a 
lot of Gay people in pro¬ 
fessional positions to 
feel comfortable about 
coming out," said Milk.

Gay leaders in San 
Jose were taken by sur- 
prise ? especially those 
working on the Garza 
campaign for mayor. 
The motion by Garza to 
reconsider passed 5-2, 
with Ms. Wilson ana 
Councilman Self op¬ 
posed. Within minutes, 
the Council voted to 
rescind Gay Human 
Rights Week, set to start 
June 18, on an identical 
5-2 vote. 

The City Council 
initially voted 4-2 for a 
Gay Pride Week back in 
February, with Joe Colla 
and Larry Pegram dis¬ 
senting and Councilman 
David Runyon absent. 
The following week, 
hundreds of opponents of 
the resolution, led by 
Christian fundamentalist 
clergy and members, 
filled the Council cham¬ 
bers to voice their dis¬ 
pleasure. 

The Council 

rescinded the resolution 
4-3, with Hayes, Wilson 
and Self opposing. Garza 
then offered the Gay 
Human Rights Week res¬ 
olution which passed 4-3, 
when he added his vote 
to those of Mayor Hayes, 
Wilson and Sell. 

On the latest move 
to rescind, Garza said 
that he received numer¬ 
ous "letters and tele¬ 
phone calls about the 
action and the over¬ 
whelming concensus

should not involve itself 
in identifying either 
positively or negatively 
with the personal life¬ 
style of any group of its 
citizens."

Over one hundred 
Gay and straight demon¬ 
strators protested on the 
steps of San Jose City 
Hall the City Council's 
rejection of Gay Human 
Rights Week. The April 
5 protest brought forth 
speakers who stressed 
we won t be pushed into 


the back seat again." 

"First we lost our 
pride, then we lost our 
human rights. What is 
next?" asked Johnie 
Skaggs, a write-in candi¬ 
date for mayor and own¬ 
er of Ms. Atlas Book¬ 
store. She told the 
crowd, "We are demon¬ 
strating our visibility by 
being here today." 

Rev. Stan Roberts 
of Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church commended 
the group for appearing 
on only a few hours 
notice. He said, "This is 
not the end of this issue. 
We won't be pushed into 
the back seat again. We 
will have to become 
dedicated and coordi¬ 
nated in our future 
efforts." 

A Lambda Associ¬ 
ation official, Kent 
Olson, brought forth a 
black wreath with "Gay 
Rights" emblazoned on 
it. It was taken to 
Mayor Janet Hayes' 
office by a group led by 
Sal Accardi, a write-in 
candidate for City Coun¬ 
cil. Olson commented 
that the council mem¬ 
bers who voted against 
the Gays "have earned 
this wreath." 

Broad support was 
expressed for Gay rights 
during the City Hall pro¬ 
gram. Claudette Begin, 
Socialist Workers Party, 
and Janice Allen, Liber¬ 
tarian Party, spoke out. 
They joined speakers 
from Sisters of Sappha, 
the San Jose Typograph¬ 
ers Union, Lambda Asso¬ 
ciation, Coalition for 
Human Rights, and the 


SF State Gay Student 
Union. 

Staggs gave Vice 
Mayor Suzanne Wilson 
ana Councilman Jim Self 
long-stemmed roses be¬ 
cause they had sided 
with Gay rights in an 
atmosphere of hysteria 
and with a threatened 
recall. 

San Jose activists 
are urging Gay people to 
write to council mem¬ 
bers Hayes, Runyon, 
Pegram and Colla to pro¬ 
test their anti-Gay votes 
and to thank Wilson and 
Self for continuing 
support. 

Expenses for 
Anti-Briggs 
Speakout 

The successful 
speakout sponsored by 
the Bay Area Committee 
Against the Briggs Initi¬ 
ative had $L000 in 
expenses with that sum 
relieved by $500 in but¬ 
ton sales and gifts at the 
event. 

Treasurer Chris 
Perry announced that 
BACABI has a $1,000 
balance for future events 
and publications. He ex¬ 
plained that the Speak- 
out's major expense was 
$700 for advertising and 
literature. Five hundred 
attended the First Uni¬ 
tarian Church affair at 
which 15 well-known 
educators, activists and 
politicians spoke out 
against the Briggs initi¬ 
ative. 


BACABI operates 
on the premise that the 
initiative now being 
circulated bv State Sena¬ 
tor John Briggs (R - 
Fullerton) coula qualify 
for the November ballot. 
The measure would bar 
Gay teachers and 
administrators from em¬ 
ployment in public 
schools. 

The next BACABI 
function will be a San 
Francisco reaction to the 
referendum vote in St. 
Paul, Minnesota, on April 
25. The group is also 
contemplating a vigil and 
rally on May 1 when 
California Save Our 
Children submits its 
initiative petitions for 
approval. 

The anti-Briggs 
group has a broad pro¬ 
gram which includes a 
speakers bureau, wo¬ 
men's outreach, pub¬ 
licity, religious outreach 
and labor union relations.

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January To?’ the harbing¬ 
er coordinator of Gay 
mental health services, 
expressed concern that 
society’s needs are be¬ 
coming "too compart¬ 
mentalized." 

Funding will not be 
entirely dependent on 
city taxes. Dr. William 
Goldman, director of 
Community Mental 

Health Services, says 
that 90% of his revenues 
come from the state. 
Exactly how they are 
spent is determined by 
the Board. 

Gov. Brown and the 
legislature are consider¬ 
ing special funds for ex¬ 
perimental minority- 
community mental 

health outreach. It is 
uncertain whether the 
state will accept Gays as 
a legitimate minority, 
but Goldman hopes it 
will. 

California has 
recommended that 

Mental Health Advisory 
Boards to county Super¬ 
visors have minority con¬ 
cerns committees. Gay 
leaders have felt that 
the San Francisco MHAB 
should designate a Gay 
slot on its minority com¬ 
mittee. The local MHAB 
has interpreted the state 
recommendation as re¬ 
ferring only to ethnic 
minorities, according to 
Goldman. Gay activist 
Bill May received super¬ 
visorial appointment to a 
"consumer slot on the 
board itself earlier this 
year. 

Goldman told the 
Gay Mental Health Task 
Force last December, 
"Members of your com¬ 
munity are truly a 
minority, and certainly 
in the sense that minori¬ 
ty groups are so often 
oppressed by the rest of 
society." 

Thus, Community 
Mental Health has 
grouped new programs 
tor Gays together with 
new programs for the 
Chinese, Japanese and 
Latino communities. 
The 1978-79 total in new 
money requested for 
minority mental health 
concerns is $1,133,883 —* 
even while the Mayor's 
office is this week delib¬ 
erating cuts in the De¬ 
partment of Public 
Health's budget. Only 
the Latino new-monev 
estimate of $407,000 
supersedes the Gay bid. 

The $359,280 re¬ 
quested for the Gay 
community breaks down 
thus: 

-$59,500 for the 
Tenderloin Clinic's hiring 
of Gay-identified coun¬ 
selors. 

—$55,476 for resi¬ 
dential treatment of 
adult Gays — an alterna¬ 
tive to state hospital 
care. This is proposed 
contract between the 
city's Center for Special 
Problems (CSP) v and 
Baker Places, a private 
residential-care service. 
Two Gay counselors 
would be sought at 
$8,700 each. 

—$85,000 for indi¬ 
vidual, couple, and 
family therapy (a con¬ 


tract between CSP and 
Operation Concern). 

—$69,264 for hous¬ 
ing and treatment of Gay 
teenage prostitutes (a 
contract between CSP 
and Youth Advocates at 
Huckleberry House, in¬ 
cluding $15,000 for a 
project coordinator and 
$11,400 for a counselor). 

—$90,040 for a 
Third World outpatient 
psychotherapy program 
(a contract between CSP 
and Pacific Psychothera¬ 
py Associates, with ef¬ 
forts to hire minority 
Gay therapists and a 
project director). 

TENDERLOIN CRISIS

of a Gay-ordinance re¬ 
peal in Miami brought 
hundreds of young people 
to the San Francisco 
mecca, many of them 
gravitating to the low- 
rent Tenderloin and be¬ 
coming hustlers to sup¬ 
port themselves, 

according to Goldman. 

Second, Phern 
Hunt, a Lesbian coun¬ 
selor at the Tenderloin 
Psychiatric Clinic, was 
resigning in August 1977, 
and there was no assur¬ 
ance that another Gay 

g erson would replace 
er. The Tenderloin 
Clinic, Hunt said at the 
time, never publicized 
that it had Gay counsel¬ 
ors, so counselors who 


Goldman responded that 
he would vigorously dis¬ 
cipline any cases brought 
to his attention. 

The Task Force 
asserted the right and 
need for Gay people to 
be referred to Gay coun¬ 
selors — or at the least, 
to sensitive" non-Gays. 
It failed to find adequate 
Gay services for youth, 
the elderly, minorities, 
families, Lesbians, trans¬ 
sexuals and transvest¬ 
ites. Goldman subse¬ 
quently agreed that Gay 
people should have full 
freedom of choice in a 
therapist and that "all 
efforts should be made 
to assist non-Gay staff in 
understanding and ac- 























































cepting Gay lifestyles." 

CENTER FOR 
SPECIAL PROBLEMS 

The Center for 
Special Problems (CSP) 
will coordinate the Gold¬ 
man/Task Force plan if 
it is approved next 
month. The Center, a 
city agency, deals with 
perpetrators and victims 
of crime, drug abuse, and 
human sexuality and 
gender identity. It is 
directed by Ron Lee, an 
upfront Gay. 

Goldman proposed 
that CSP implement the 
recommendations of the 
Task Force — primarily 
through the "coordina¬ 
tor position (approved 
by the Board of Super¬ 
visors in January). Task 
Force activist Pat 
Norman has been chosen 
as that administrator. 
She will encourage Gay 
counselors who are al¬ 
ready in the system to 
make themselves avail¬ 
able to clients who re¬ 
quest a Gay therapist, 
identify the parts of the 
mental health operation 
which have no Gay 
therapists and seek to 
transfer staff willing to 
serve as open Gays, and 
acquaint non-Gay staff 
about mental health 
service that is relevant 
to Gays. 

A closely related 
CSP project is already 
functioning and ready to 
augment whatever the 
Board and the Mayor ac¬ 
cept in the Goldman/

City Attitude on 
Gay Health 

The City Health Department has made 
these observations about proposed Gay health 
care: 

* "The 37,000 Lesbians in San Francisco 
are described as living all over the city with 
no known residential concentration." 

* "Professionals have been handicapped 
because of strong negative social attitudes • 
about any activity that could be interpreted 
as encouraging young persons into living a 
Gay lifestyle." 

* "White males in their 20's and 30's are 
seen as the ones who seek and receive mental 
health services the most. Gay men appear to 
have a more active and ojpen social and 
support structure. Socializing patterns of 
Black homosexuals who identify with main¬ 
stream Black culture tend to differ signifi¬ 
cantly from those of Blacks and Whites who 
identify with the 'Gay community."' 

* "Attitudes of some mental health staff 
are still too often homophobic (fear of physi¬ 
cal proximity to a known Gay)." 

* "The American Psychiatric Association 
has repeatedly affirmed, that homosexuality 
per se implies no impairment in judgment, 
stability, reliability, or general vocational 
capabilities." 


Political Gay Power! 
Half Million Raised by 
Los Angeles 9 MECLA 

LOS ANGELES - Half a million dollars 
has been raised in a single political fund¬ 
raiser by a local group of Gay professionals. 
The Municipal Elections Committee of Los 
Angeles (MECLA) held a $100 a plate dinner 
which was attended by over 450. 

Guest speaker was Assemblyman Art 
Agnos (D - San Francisco) who will introduce 
AB-1 (replacing AB-1302) in the next session. 
The three-part bill is concerned with sexual 
discriminations against men and women in 
hiring and advancement and discrimination 
based on sexual orientation. 

Guests at the MECLA affair included 
City Attorney Burt Pines, City Controller Ira 
Reiner and City Council members Dave 
Cunningham, Art Snyder and Peggy Steven¬ 
son. Assembly members present included 
Howard Berman, Julian Dixon, Richard 
Alatorri, Mel Levine, Herschel Rosenthal and 
Art Torres. 

The MECLA group places money in 
local campaigns to elect pro-Gay candidates. 

This banquet may have been the most 
successful fund-raiser ever realized by any 
Gay political group. The one dinner raised 
the equivalent to the entire funding received 
in the Miami campaign. 


November by the local 
Manpower Planning 

Council and funded by 
CETA. Conceived and 
now supervised by Gay 
activist Eddie Baca, the 
project will assess the 
needs of young Gays, 
Lesbians and ethnic 
minorities. In addition, 
one CETA worker will be 


assigned to the city's 
mental health adminis¬ 
tration.

“Miami” Test 
Nears in Eugene, 
Oregon 
Referendum 

Three Gay rights 
ordinances may be 
scratched from the books 
soon, following in the 
footsteps of what hap¬ 
pened in Miami, if activ¬ 
ists are unsuccessful in 
halting popular referen- 
dums. 

The first test will 
be in St. Paul, Minne¬ 
sota, on April 25, fol¬ 
lowed by Wichita, 
Kansas, on May 9. The 
crucial West Coast vote 
is in Eugene, Oregon, on 
May 23, A national 
defense fund has been 
established and contribu¬ 
tions may be sent to Tri- 
City National Defense 
Fund, Box 3949, Holly¬ 
wood, CA 90028. A 
direct fund appeal is be¬ 
ing made trom the 
Eugene Citizens for 
Human Rights at Box 
402, Eugene, Oregon 
97440. 

The chances of vic¬ 
tory (defeat of the refer¬ 
endum) in Eugene may be 
the greatest . . . The city 
only has 60,000 voters 
ana the population is 
largely upper-income, 
educated. There is not a 
strong coalition of 
Blacks, Cubans and fun¬ 
damentalist Whites as 
there was in Miami. 

Eugene has a 
record of consistently 
voting for liberal causes 
even when the rest of 
the state voted other¬ 
wise. When Oregon went 
for Richard Nixon, Eu¬ 
gene was with George 
McGovern; when Oregon 
went for Jerry Ford, Eu- 

g ene supported Jerry 
rown with a write-in 
vote. 

Eugene is also the 
home of the University 
of Oregon, a traditional 
source of liberal support. 
Classes will be in session 
when the May 23 vote is 
taken, allowing 16,000 
students to vote. 

Several other fac¬ 
tors make the Eugene 
victory possible: It al¬ 
ready has a non-discrimi- 
natory hiring policy with 
respect to sexual orien¬ 
tation — four years on 
the books with no prob¬ 
lems. The city’s only 
daily newspaper supports 
the current ordinance. 
Many of Eugene's leading 
political, educational ana 
religious leaders are 
speaking out against the 
referendum.

erendum believe the out¬ 
come of the Eugene vote 
will receive considerable 
publicity and directly 
affect California think¬ 
ing on the issue of Gay 
rights. They believe that 
this will be especially 
true if the votes in St. 
Paul and Wichita are 
negative, which is being 
predicted by many 
analysts. 

The Eugene Citi¬ 
zens for Human Rights ; a 
coalition of local activ¬ 
ists, has designed a plan 

— capitalizing on some 
of the mistakes made in 
Miami — to achieve vic¬ 
tory. It requires only 
$55,000 in financing, but 
that money must be 
raised quickly. Some 
Oregon Gays sure pledg¬ 
ing 1-2% of their annual 
incomes for the effort, 
but with only six weeks 
until the vote is taken 
(May 23) funds are des¬ 
perately needed now. 

The anti-Gay 

effort in Eugene is being 
financed by ultra-con¬ 
servative elements of 
the Christian church. If 
they are successful, they 
would repeal the ordi¬ 
nance passed last 
November by the City 
Council which prohibits 
discrimination against 
Gay people in the areas 
of housing, employment 
and public accommoda¬ 
tions.

He 
told 30 staffers at a 
B.A.R. banquet celebrat¬ 
ing the newspaper's 8th 
year, ''We have come a 
long way since we were 
just an extended gossip 
column." 

Ross praised Man¬ 
aging Editor Paul Lorch 
and News Editor George 
Mendenhall for making 
the newspaper more pro¬ 
fessional. He turned to 
other staffers and 
thanked them for "mak¬ 
ing B.A.R. the most 
quoted and copied Gay 
newspaper in the coun¬ 
try." Ross said he felt a 
special pride in that 
B.A.R. "helps to improve 
the image of Gay 
people." 

Guests included 
Supervisors Carol Ruth 
Silver and Harvey Milk. 
Milk said that he could 
observe a change at City 
Hall, moving away from 
the conservatism of 
Supervisors Dianne Fein- 
stein and Quentin Kopp. 
He said that Silver and 
he had helped lead the 
way so that "Feinstein 
and Kopp are now losing 
some important votes, 6- 
5 and even 7-4." 

Milk emphasized 
that B.A.R. "is being 
read at City Hall, espe¬ 
cially since the addition 
of Bruce Pettit as City 
Correspondent." He 

recognized Ross "for his 
many years as a fund¬ 
raiser for Gay services 
and for favored politi¬ 
cians." Milk then pre¬ 
sented B.A.R. with a 
Certificate of Honor 
voted by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Super¬ 
visors. The certificate 
was adopted at the 
Board's March 27 meet¬ 
ing and reads, "In appre¬ 
ciative public recogni¬ 
tion of distinction and 
merit to the Bay Area 
Reporter on its 8th Anni¬ 
versary of providing 
news and feature cover¬ 
age and community serv¬ 
ices." 

In his announce¬ 
ment of B.A.R. expan¬ 
sion, Ross said that the 
newspaper would be 
moving to larger and 
more modern Facilities 
and emphasized that the 
layout of B.A.R. would 
continue to improve. He 
paid special tribute to 
Terrific Graphics for its 
new titles and the addi¬ 
tion of the editorial 
page.

Our marriage was really 
rocky until I recognized I 
was in rebellion against 
God, and I got right and 
submitted." 

The quotes are 
from an April "Playboy" 
interview with actress/ 
activist Anita Bryant by 
San Franciscan Ken 
Kelley. They surprise 
those who learn for the 
first time that Bryant 
believes that she must 
play a submissive role to 
her husband — because 
God wants it that way. 

Elsewhere, Bryant 
discusses her mental 
breakdown in 1974 when 
she spent time in a Cali¬ 
fornia mental/religious 
retreat. It was here that 
she learned that she had 
been dominating her hus¬ 
band and that in order to 
have a happy marriage 
she had to return home 
and play a "Biblical" sub¬ 
missive role to husband/ 
manager Bob Greene. 

The interview also 
reveals Bryant as a 
woman who "believes that 
feminist activists "hate" 
men, even referring to a 
"communist" motive be¬ 
hind the organization of 
the Houston women's 
rights conference. She 
praises those who united 
under Phyllis Shafly at 
Houston and their posi¬ 
tion that a woman's 
place is in the home. 

In spite of her 
dominant-submissive 
marriage, Bryant empha¬ 
sizes tnat it is homo¬ 
sexuality which "leads to 
sado-masochism." 

It is not clear in 
the "Playboy" interview 
as to why Bryant decided 
to make her homophobia 
a continuing crusaae, ex¬ 
cept her repetition that 
she is directed by God. 
It does ; however, reveal 
some interesting points 
about her childhood: 

Bryant was born in 
Oklahoma of parents who 
had an "oft again/on 
again" marriage.

Anita Bryant is 
alive and well and 
scheming in Florida. The 
self-annointed apostle of 
morality is indeed back - 

- and riding harder than 
ever. Shortly after her 
victory in Miami last 
June, Bryant boasted, 
"Before I surrender to 
this insidious attack 
(homosexuality) on God 
and His laws and the 
parents and their right to 
protect their children, I 
will lead such a crusade 
to stop it as this country 
has not seen before." 

Other than the 
constant complaints that 
homosexuals have cost 
her hundreds of thou¬ 
sands in lost wages, 
forced her to live with 
constant protection, and 
caused her and her 
family sleepless nights, 
little in the way of news 
has cpme from the 
Orange Juice Lady 
lately. That does not 
mean she is resting; on 
the contrary ? Bryant and 
her Right-wing support¬ 
ers have begun another 
push — one that is 
spreading across the 
country. Only this past 
week JBryant said that 
Gays should be prose¬ 
cuted as felons, facing 
prison terms of up to 20 
years in prison because 
that "might make them 
think twice." 

In a recent New 
York Times story on 
Bryant, a San Francisco 
friend of mine was 
quoted: "We should not 
rest until Anita Bryant is 
utterly destroyed." And 
I couldn't agree more. 
We are left with no 
choice but to fight this 
woman — and fight her 
until the very end. 

It is not enough to 
answer statements with 
statements, to picket her 
appearances, or to try to 
best her through the 
media. She will not go 
away, and we cannot 
hope that she will. Anita 
Bryant is more dangerous 
than the deadliest of 
cancers, and her obses¬ 
sion is to rid America of 
homosexuals — and that 
means all of us. Miami 
was the first step, and 
she has now decided to 
move on other cities 
with similar ordinances 
protecting Gays. 

There are two im¬ 
portant elections coming 

— April 25 in St. Paul, 
Minn., and May 23 in 
Eugene, Oregon. In each 
of these cities attempts 
are being made to re¬ 
move ordinances that 

P rotect the rights of 
rays, and it is vital that 
we not lose all of these 
elections. In St. Paul we 
have the best chance of 
winning. The Gay rights 
ordinance there nas the 
support of many city 
officials, including the 
Mayor, and of some 

S owerful labor unions. 

[owever, the Gay rights 
movement in that city is 


desperate for funds. I 
have talked with Gay 
leaders in St. Paul, and 
they are convinced that 
witn adequate funding 
they can defeat the 
Bryant forces there. The 
more the Bryantites win, 
the more encouragement 
they get to push on — 
the Bryant "crusade" is a 
reactionary political 
movement and, think 


what you may> it is a 
movement that is not be¬ 
ing lost on similarly- 
minded people. 

As an example, 
after Miami the state ot 
Arkansas re-instated 
criminal penalties for 
homosexual activities 
between consenting 

adults — two years after 
having removed the law. 
This would not have 
happened had she lost in 
Florida. If she wins in 
St. Paul and Eugene, 
where next does she go. 
Eventually, whether we 
wish to believe it or not, 
it could all end in our 
own backyard. Enough 
signatures could force a 
vote right here in our 
own city on the recently 
passed Gay rights 
ordinance. Yet, there 


are those Gays among us, 
those who take this San 
Francisco life so for 
granted, that they will 
not understand the real 
danger the Bryantites 
pose to all of us — even 
in San Francisco. 

I ask every one of 
you reading this to send 
a dollar, or five, or ten, 
or whatever you can, to 
our Gay brothers and 
sisters in St. Paul. That 
is the election we MUST 
win.

St. Paul Gays 

ST. PAUL, Minn. - The 
Lesbian Resource Center 
and the Gay Community 
Center here are receiv¬ 
ing $21,000 in CETA aid. 
CETA (Comprehensive 
Educational Training 
Act) is a federal program 
of job-training . . . The 
grant follows the ap¬ 
proval in New York City 
of five new CETA em¬ 
ployees with the Nation¬ 
al Gay Task Force. 

The St. Paul fund¬ 
ing came out of a recent 
Hennepin County com¬ 
missioners' meeting in 
which they learned that 
CETA funding would be 
withdrawn unless the 
county began to hire 
more people for allotted 
positions. The commis¬ 
sioners then decided to 
hire 97 people in 31 dif¬ 
ferent organizations, 
including the Gay groups.

When the new Gay 
rights ordinance was 
adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors, it received a 
lot of attention in the 
newspapers — and right¬ 
fully so. But there is 
something about these 
newspaper accounts that 
I find revealing: they all 
place heavy emphasis on 
the statement about the 
ordinance that was made 
by Dianne Feinstein. 
The "Chronicle" editors 
were so pleased with this 
statement that they re¬ 
peated it in a Sunday 
editorial. Rightfully so, 
again — because it re¬ 
flects perfectly the 
prejudice and miscon¬ 
ception and condescen¬ 
sion involved in the 
straight attitude toward 
Gay people. 

The essence of 
Feinstein's statement is 
contained in two sen¬ 
tences: "The right of the 
individual to live his life¬ 
style in the way he or 
she chooses can become 
offensive. The Gay com¬ 
munity is going to have 
to face this; there is a 
need to set some stand¬ 
ards." The tone of these 
sentences is this: "We 
straight people are in 
control here, and we 
mean to stay in control. 
We're doing you a favor 
to recgonize that you 
even exist, and if you 
aren't good children, 
we'll take your new priv¬ 
ileges away from you." 
Thus we are told that we 
are expected to remain 
second-class citizens — 
which seems to me to be 
in direct contradiction to 
the purposes of the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Let's take a closer 
look at these sentences. 
The first one says that 
the Gay lifestyle "can 
become offensive." My 
first reaction is to ask: 
To whom? Straight 
people, of course — and 
so we understand that 
straight people are to be 
given priority, even 
though the orclinance is 
meant to guarantee the 
rights of Gay people. 
But what does the word 
"offensive" actually 

mean? I would like to 

S oint out to Feinstein 
iiat nothing is inherently 
offensive. When a thing 
is said to offend, every¬ 
thing depends upon 
something inside the De- 
holder, not something in 
the object beheld, what 
1 really mean when 


people , _ 

they say that a thing is 
offensive is that TILEY 
are offended by it. That 
is quite a different mat¬ 
ter. What is going on 


here, then, is that Fein¬ 
stein is making Gay 
people responsible for 
something that is her 
own problem. It isn't a 
question of Gay people 
being offensive — it's 
simply a matter of Fein¬ 
stein being offended. 

This is an impor¬ 
tant observation to make 
because it lies at the 
root of the straight-Gay 
controversy. Straight 
people fail to distinguish 
between what actually 
exists and what they 
would like to have exist. 
Why they do this is a 
complex matter which 
involves all of the prob¬ 
lems of antihomosexu¬ 
ality, and since they 
don't even want to 
recognize these prob¬ 
lems, let alone deal with 
them, the easy way out 
is to transfer responsi¬ 
bility by pretending that 
Gay people are somehow 
at fault. Responsibility 
is shifted by placing 
blame. 

In the second sen¬ 
tence, Feinstein says 
that the Gay community 
must "set some stand¬ 
ards." Obviously she has 
an unrealistic notion of 
what the Gay community 
is. The Gay community 
is as much a mixture of 
people as society as a 
whole. Moreover, it's 
part of that society — 
it's not a separate king¬ 
dom ruled by some 
tyrant who can tell 
people what to do. All 
people behave as indi¬ 
viduals, and it is only 
individuals who can take 
responsibility for their 
own behavior. Feinstein, 
like so many straight 
people, has set Gay 
people off in her mind as 
some kind of lump — and 
worse, she has chosen to 
define that lump in her 
own way. That much is 
clear. What isn't clear is 
what her definition is: 
the pointing finger 
doesn't come to rest on 
any identifiable object, 
and we are left with in¬ 
nuendo. 

There is also a sug¬ 
gestion here that Gay 
people ought to have 
some kind of SPECIAL 
standards — standards 
that other people aren't 
required to have. This, 
too, it seems to me, rims 
contrary to the intention 
of the new ordinance. 
The purpose of such an 
ordinance is to guarantee 
equal rights, not to 
assign special responsi¬ 
bilities. Why should Gay 
people be required to 
conform to standards 




























that are different from 
those of other people? 
Equal rights should mean 
equal rights — in privi¬ 
leges as well as duties. 

* * * 

All of this adds up 
to something that 
OFFENDS ME: I don't 
think that it behooves 
any of us to presume to 
tell other people how 
they should act. as long 
as they aren’t doing any 
certifiable harm to other 
people. And that is pre¬ 
cisely what Feinstein is 
attempting to do. What 
she is asking is that 
certain people — Gay 
people — cater to her 
personal likes and dis¬ 
likes. She isn't alone in 
wanting this, of course, 
and that's why the news¬ 
paper editors have 
eagerly endorsed her 
statement. Maybe it is 
time to inquire just what 
the term ^'equal rights" 
has come to mean. I 
remember Orwell's pigs, 
who believed that some 
members of society are 
more equal than others.

New Los Angeles 
Police Chief 
Recognizes 
Gay Political 
Clout 

Daryl Gates, As¬ 
sistant Police Chief, has 
been promoted to Top 
Cop of Los Angeles, re¬ 
placing Police Chief Ed 
Davis who recently re¬ 
tired to run for Gover¬ 
nor. In a Los Angeles 
Times interview, Gates 
revealed his fears and 
prejudices about Gay 
people and his recogni¬ 
tion that Gays have 
"political clout. 

Gates is relatively 
lowkey compared to the 
bombastic Davis. He 
recognizes that "the 
police commission is 
head of the department. 

I understand that." His 
style is somewhat differ¬ 
ent . . . "Ed had his own 
style. It gave news¬ 
people something to 
write about. But it's a 
hell of a lot different 
than mine." 

While the new 
Chief recognizes that 
the city's police commis¬ 
sion has ruled that up¬ 
front Gays must not be 
denied employment, he 
does not believe in the 
policy. He says, "Police¬ 
men do not accept that. 
They will not accept that 
... I think the reality of 
the situation is he's going 
to have a very tough 
time. He's going to have 
a tough time finding a 
partner who will want to 
work with him. All kinds 
of problems. That is just 

reality. 

"I recognize that 

we don't nave any 

choice. There's nothing! 
can do as chief to deny

ing fact." 

When quizzed 

about officers who are 
possibly now Gay and in 
his department Gates re ¬ 
plied, "We have had Gay 
officers. No question 
about that. Tm sure we 
have had some that have 
gone through their entire 
career and retired. I 
think to display sexual 
orientation, of any kind, 
is in bad taste. I think 
the realities of the situ¬ 
ation are that if a Gay 
came in to the Police 
Department and just 
openly displayed himself 
as a Gay, the realities 
are he’s going to have 
one hell of a hard time." 

Keeping Gay cops 
in the closet is oi prime 
concern for Gates. He 
says, "If he displayed it 
to the extent it became 
a serious problem, that 
he became a serious 
problem, we would deal 
with it as we would deal 
with a heterosexual who 
became a problem." 
Gates did not expand on 
whether heterosexuals 
become a "problem" be¬ 


cause they admitted 
their heterosexuality. 

Gates emphasized 
that he was not con¬ 
cerned about what Gays 
are doing in private and 
said that when they are 
dancing and drinking to¬ 
gether in bars there is 
not a problem. He 
stressed, They're not ar¬ 
rested now. The only 
time we make arrests in 
those kind of situations 
is where there are overt 
acts. We do that in a 
heterosexual bar too. 
You walk up to somebody 
and grab them by the 
private parts, you do 
that in a heterosexual 
bar, and we see it, we'll 
bust you for it." 

When asked of his 

S ersonal feelings about 
ie Gay community in 
Los Angeles, Gates re¬ 
plied, ^They're like, I 
suppose, any other 
minority group. They 
decided banding together 
is good for them, and it 
has given them consider¬ 
able political clout. You 
have to be a realist. You 
have to recognize that.

ask of any group, partic¬ 
ularly the so-called Gay 
community, is that they 
be objective, too. They 
have provided more com¬ 
plaints that, have been 
unfounded than any other 
group I've known. Not 
just unfounded but way- 
out complaints that just 
didn't occur. 

Gates said that he 
had talked with liberal 
councilwoman Peggy 
Stevenson (Hollywooa) 
who told him that there 
is a "very responsible 
part of the Gay commu¬ 
nity that is kind of tak¬ 
ing hold." He said that 
Gays "have trouble with 
some of the problem 
children. They have 
their problem children, 
the same as anyone else.

Gates has been 
open about his admira¬ 
tion for former Chief 
Davis. His latest posi¬ 
tion was Assistant Chief, 
and he worked closely 
with Davis, supporting 
his anti-Gay policies. 

The LA police 
commission attempted to 
hire someone outside of 
the city of a more liberal 

B ersuasion to replace 
•avis, but it was ham¬ 
pered by a Civil Service 
scoring system on tests 
that gave preference to 
officers with seniority 

Gates expressed his 
admiration of former LA 
Police Chief William 
Parker, who began the 
anti-Gay policies later 
continued by Davis. The 
new chief says of Parker, 
"He established disci¬ 
pline, integrity, profes¬ 
sionalism. The depart¬ 
ment was recognized as 
hard-nosed ana right¬ 
eous. He did all those 
things . . . He was highly 
intelligent, a really nice 
guy who was all police 
department." 

Alice Endorses 
Pines, 

Marie-Victoire 

Burt Pines, Los 
Angeles City Attorney, 
was overwhelmingly en¬ 
dorsed for state Attor¬ 
ney General Monday by 
the Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic Club. He 
received 77% of the vote 
cast. 

His opponent, Con- 

§ r ess worn an Yvonne 

urke, received 18% sup¬ 
port, largely from the 
clubs women members 
who urged that "other 
factors being equal" the 
club should implement 
its policy of affirmative 
action for women. 

Former Toklas 
president Gary Miller un¬ 
successfully urged a dual 
endorsement. He said a 
possible club neutrality 
(60% was required for 
endorsement) would be a 
"slap" at both Pines and 
Burke — each having 
exemplary records on 
Gay rights. Supervisor 
Harvey Milk spoke for 
Pines as his colleague 
Ella Hill Hutch backed 
Burke. 

Lt. Gov. Mervyn 
Dymally, who returned 
from Denver in 1975 to 
cast a tie-breaking vote 
for the consensual sex 
law, was Toklas' top 
vote-getter at 98%. 
Gov. Jerry Brown was 
rebuffed with only 44%. 

Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu, however, 
j received little support. 
■She had not responded to 
questions about why she 
had represented as valid 
L.A. police statistics 
that Gays are the major¬ 
ity of child molesters. 

Wilson Riles, 

superintendent of public 
instruction, was endorsed 
for re-election with 93%. 

U.S. Reps. Phil and 
John Burton were re¬ 
jected with less than 


50% each. Phil Burton's 
alleged dominance of the 
Democratic County Cen¬ 
tral Committee was a 
factor. 

Support for San 
Francisco legislators 
varied. Assembly Speak¬ 
er Leo McCarthy missed 
endorsement by one 
vote. His positions on 
the farm workers and 
abortion were unaccept¬ 
able to some members. 



Assemblyman Art Agnos 
with 95% and w!llie 
Brown with 88% have 
high standing in Toklas 
for carrying the state's 
Gay rights legislation. 
Sen. John Foran's death 
penalty stand affected 
his low 44% club support. 

Municipal Court 
Judge Olfie Marie- 
Victoire, a Republican, 
won 92% support for the 
vacant "non-partisan" 
seat #1 for Superior 
Court Judge. Incumbent 
Superior Court Judge #4, 
Ira A. Brown, won 88% 
backing over challenger 
Edward Heavey, who told 
Toklas he would fight 
"savage criminality" by 
imposing death penalties. 

For Municipal 

Court Judge, Toklas en¬ 
dorsed challenges by- 
Stephen Perelson (93%) 
ana Rhoda Lee Sapirstein 
(86%) to incumbents in 
seats #3 and #4, respec¬ 
tively. 

Toklas backed 

eight of its own members 
for election to the 
Democratic County Cen¬ 
tral Committee: Jack 
Trujillo (in District 16); 
Dorothy Langston, Jim 
Rivaldo, Jane McKaskle 
Murphy, Anne Daley, and 
Rick Stokes (in the 17th); 
and Gordon Armstrong 
and Mark Davalos (in the 
18th). 

However, it was a 
non-member, Kay Pacht- 
ner, who won the highest 
(92%) support for the 
County Committee in 
her race in District 16. 

Toklas and San 
Francisco Gay Demo¬ 
crats are currently in¬ 
volved in voter registra¬ 
tion drives.

Carmack decided 
to "go public" about 
being Gay to Tom Stuart 
Johnston in a recent 
Coast-to-Coast Times 
article. He said that he 
feels a whole lot better 
about me" since deciding 
to admit his homosexu¬ 
ality. When he is asked 
jokingly by other ath¬ 
letes, Are you one?" he 
now replies, Yes." 


Carmack's athletic 
background began with 
his football quarterback¬ 
ing in high school which 
lea to an Arizona state 
conference title cham¬ 
pionship. 

An appearance by 
Troy Perry at Arizona 
State inspired Carmack 
to come out.

Whistling a Happy Tune 

A favorite Sondheim lyric reads: "Top billing 
one day, next day you're touring in stock, but I'm 
here!!" It came as no surprise to fina Angela 
Lansbury playing summer tents in Valley Forge, 
North Tonowanaa, and finally Albany, New York, 
last year. I caught her next to last performance as 
Madam Rose, the insufferable stage mother in 
GYPSY. Any fears I might have had that the show 
would not hold up well in the round were quickly 
dispelled. When I had seen her three years ago at 
the Shubert Theatre in Los Angeles, someone asked 
her backstage why she would be interested in doing 
a "revival. Lansbury came back quickly on the 
defense: "You don't speak of doing Shakespeare or 
Shaw or Moliere as a revival.' GYPSY is a classic 
of the American musical theatre. You do it 
because it is a great show." 

Last summer she retired Rose Hovick from 
her repertoire after nearly two years of pushing 
Gypsy Rose Lee out on the runway. In Act 2 Rose 
tells her c 
different. 


Gypsy Rose Lee out on the runway. In Act 
tells her daughter, "I had a dream, but this one was 
different. The cow came over to my bed, she was 
very tired and she sat down on the bed and said. 
Move over, Rose.'" It is a strenuous role and 
Angela was anxious to move on to other projects. 
I think I've done plenty with the role, and I want to 
do something new now. People keep asking me why 
I take it out on the road and in stock, but we've had 
a good tour this summer. The audiences were 
super, most appreciative. There's good money out 
on the road and in the tents. But it's hard work. 
Tm tired now, and I want to put my vocal chords to 
rest for a couple of months." 

Even on the next to last night, after two 
years on the road with the show, Lansbury worked 
as hard as ever. Performing in tne round keeps one 


running and constantly exposed to the audience. 
When offstage, she never stepped out of character. 
She stood in the aisles, jumping up and down in 


- -pulse of “the music, eagerly 

mouthing the words for Baby June's act. It was 
hard to believe she was suffering from a bad 
summer cold and fighting hoarseness. 

At that point she was anxious for a new 
vehicle in which to return to Broadway. A 

S erformer of amazing versatility, she has won 
tiree Tony awards for musical performances in 
roles as diverse as Auntie Mame, tne Madwoman of 
Chaillot and the mother of Gypsy Rose Lee. In the 
past I had suggested Dolly Levi as a perfect role

A special aura surrounds each perform¬ 
ance by Angela Lansbury, which led one critic 
to write, "Her acting and singing perfectly 
express a character seen in precise musical 
comedy terms." 


But with Carol Charming heading out on 
tour, the show almost suffers from over¬ 
exposure. "People ask me about ANYONE CAN 
WHISTLE all the time, but I don’t think that’s the 
right thing to come back to Broadway in. It’s time 
for people to see me do somethingnewj, something 
they haven't seen done yet. MAME is m the trunk 
for now; only to be taken out if I get a sudden burst 
of energy." She had been named as almost set for a 
musical called CLUB MARDI GRAS in which she 
would play the owner 6f a club similar to 
Finocchio's on its last night in business. But she 
knew nothing about it. She confessed, "In this 
business someone writes something and thinks you 
might be right for it. and then links your name with 
it. What you're telling me is the first I’ve ever 
heard of it. You know more about it than I do!" 

Since that time, however, she has signed to 
do a new Sondheim musical based on the story of 
Sweeny Todd. Sondheim fans will appreciate the 
macabre humor in the story. It centers around a 
master criminal who opened up a barber shop and 
iis wife who ran a bakery. He would slaughter the 
oatrons of the barber shop and she would bake them 
into pies, which became the rage of London! 
Earlier this year Angela filmed DEATH ON THE 
NILE with Bette Davis and an all star cast. Much 
of the filming was on location in Egypt and she 
thinks it will be a very entertaining movie. 


In all her roles, Lansbury has completely 
submerged her own personality into the character 
she was portraying. Audiences in New York were 
baffled when she took on DEAR WORLD. People 
came expecting to see the further escapades of 
Auntie Mame, but were treated to a crazed 
countess with purple eyes and an orange fright wig. 
The show went through endless revisions before 
opening, and she worked like a trooper through the 
run. The closing night was almost a cult event. 
Several times the cast and audience were in tears, 
and she made a simple curtain speech: "I never 
thought a closing night could be so much more 
thrilling than an opening. Thank you so very 
much." 

Her absence froiq San Francisco for almost 
ten years is regrettable. "Well, we couldn't get the 
Opera House tor GYPSY, and the Curran was just 
too small. San Francisco audiences are outgoing 
and marvelously appreciative. A summer subscrip¬ 
tion thing in both cities would be nice, a guaran¬ 
teed number of weeks, but to just play Los Angeles 
is no challenge!" 

Lansbury has had two rough experiences on 
the road trying out shows. DEAR WORLD was a 
nightmare before it came to New York. When I 
saw the first preview in Boston she was in tears 
backstage after the show, apologizing that we had 
traveled: to see the show in such a rough and shoddy 
form. Another show, PRETTYBELLE, folded in 
Boston despite drastic revisions. When I told her 
what audiences were subjected to while THE ACT 
tried out in San Francisco with Liza Minelli, she 
was not very sympathetic. "I don't think it's fair to 
audiences to keep trying a show out on them. If it 
isn't ready by the time it gets to the theatre, you 
shouldn't put it on until ifs 1 
curtain to go up." 


GYPSY, however, is a tight show, and paced 
at breakneck speed. In Albany, Angela sang, 
danced, and ran up and down the steep aisles like a 
cyclone. Every time I see her perform ROSE'S 
TURN I sit there hissing, "Not so fast, it's never 
supposed to end." Watching the woman work would 
never indicate that she had done several hundred 
performances in the role. She is a hard worker and 
a solid professional. I must have seen her do 25 
performances of MAME and a dozen of DEAR 
WORLD. The intensity and determination of her 
work never slackens. She does not cheat on her 
audiences. Long-run blues are not about to knock 
on this lady's door. 

After the show she was in jeans as she and 
her husband prepared for a two-hour drive to 
Vermont. "It's our only chance to see my brother's 
new house — it's out in the woods and I don't know 
how we'll find it in the middle of the night. 
Probably have to knock on some farmhouse door 
like we do when we get lost back home in Ireland," 
she laughed. 

At present she is guesting in THE KING AND 
I on Broadway for three weeks while Constance 
Towers and Yul Brynner go on vacation. It's a role 
she hasn't done before, and she possesses a certain 
wistful maturity which few people have brought to 
the role since Gertrude Lawrence created Anna 
Leonowens for Rodgers & Hammerstein. Rehears¬ 
als for SWEENY TODD start in September, but for 
now it's satin hoop skirts and waltzing all over 
Times Square with the King of Siam!

Famed philosopher/ 
historian Will Durant and 
his collaborator and 
wife, Ariel Durant, have 
apologized to the Gay 
community in the United 
States for comments 
made by Ariel on a 
recent Merv Griffin tele¬ 
vision program. 


The writing team 
are internal ionally 

known for their volumes, 
"Story of Philosophy" ana 
"Story of Civilization." 


The Durants wrote 
a personal note to 
B.A.R.'s book reviewer, 
Frank Howell, stating, 
"We are making a public 
apology. We are sincere¬ 
ly sorry." They were 
referring to negative 
comments by Ariel about 
the lack of contribution 
by Gay people in history. 


Will Durant did not 
agree with his * wife's 
statement but remained 
silent during the pro¬ 
gram, preferring not to 
contradict her. Later 
Ariel wrote to Gay 
groups that "on further 
thought, the remarks 
about homosexuality 
appear to me to be both 
historically and morally 
unjustified.." 


Ariel added that 
she wished to "apologize 
publicly for those state¬ 
ments, and to express my 
deep regret to anyone 
who was offended. My 
husband did not share my 
sentiments, but was too 

B olite to contradict me.

Capital Cop 
Changes Sex 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - A 
male officer of the city 
police force has been liv¬ 
ing as a woman for some 
months. During his sex- 
change period, he was 
placed on sick leave, but 
he has now been placed 
on "leave without pay" 
while administrators at¬ 
tempt to decide what to 
do about the case. 

The unnamed offi¬ 
cer was living as a wo¬ 
rn an while he was going 
to work as a man — in a 
suit and tie. In February 
he announced that he 
was returning to work as 
a female officer, but he 
was not permitted to do 
so by personnel. 

The officer is 34 
and has received 18 com¬ 
mendations. He has 
served as an undercover 
officer. 

While a personnel 
board attempts To decide 
whether he should be 
fired, retired, or allowed 
to return to duty, the 
officer refuses to under¬ 
go psychotherapy or halt 
sex-cnange treatments.

Gay Sex Okay 
(If Only One 
Time) is Navy’s 
New Rule 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
The U.S. Navy has re¬ 
laxed its longtime 
restrictions against 

homosexual acts in the 
military. Its regulations 
now include this wording: 
"A member who has 
solicited, attempted or 
engaged in a homosexual 
act on a single occasion 
and who does not profess 
or demonstrate proclivi¬ 
ty to repeat suen an act 
may be considered for 
retention in the lijght of 
all relevant circum¬ 
stances." In other words, 
"Do it once, but don't get 
caught doing it again. 

The new policy 
(Navy Regulation' 

1900.9.C) may have re¬ 
sulted from a court deci¬ 
sion in San Francisco 
initiated by the Pride 
Foundation's attorney, 
John Vaisey. In Martinez 
vs. Brown, Federal Judge 
Cecil Poole concluded 


that "mandatory exclu¬ 
sion from military serv¬ 
ice of persons on the 
basis of homosexual pro¬

This phrase has now been 
dropped, and anyone 
accused of homosexual 
activity shall be 
processed the same as 
other types of accusa¬ 
tions, not being manda¬ 
tory for discharge.
